Last Meeting of the 
Session 


The last meeting of the present session of the 
Jewish Board of Deputies was held last Sunday. at 
Woburn House. The President, Professor 5. 
Brodetsky (Leeds, United), was m the chair. 

Many questions were asked by Deputies. 

One was by Mr. H. A. Goodman (Union ofl 
Orthodox Hebrew Congregations), who asked if the 
Chairman of the Palestine Committee could furnish 
details of the disposai of the 1,000 Polish orphan 
children who had recently arrived in Palestine from 
Teheran and what arrangements had. been _ made 
for their religious. education. 

Dr. Isracl Feldman (Great), Chairman of the 
Palestine Committee, said in his reply that the dt- 
persal of those children had not yet taken place 
They were at present temporarily housed m camps 
or settlements. No definite arrangements had yet 
been made cither in the case of mdividuals or in 
the case of groups for their religious requirements. 
Bui they did know that responsible individuals in 
the Yishuv and in England and responsibic organisa 
tions were keeping in active touch with the sitdation, 
and it was earnestly hoped and anticipated that a 
suitable solution to a first-class problem would be 
attained without undue delay. 

Discussion took place on the application for 
representation on the Board by the Jacob Ehrlich 
Society, some Deputies questioning tts acceptance 
on constitutional grounds - the Socrty was composed 
of refugées, but the Board’s constitution referred to 
“Britssh Jews.” The President said his interpreta- 
tion of the words “British Jews” was that dealt 
with Jews who lived in this country. . 1 was fairly 
clear that the tradition of the Board was not to 
make any distinction between Jews who lived tn this

The reference back was seconded by Mr. David 
Lichtig (Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations). 

Dr. Feldman repeated, for the assurance of Mr. 
Goodman and of members of the Board, that they 
would keep actively in contact with this problem and 
that they would do everything they could in co- 
operation with other bodies and individuals to find 
a solution. 

Mr. Goodman's motion was lost. 

The report of the Law and Parliamentary Com- 
mittee was moved by Dr. M. Epstein (United Syna- 
goguc).

question of whether legislation against anti-Semitism 
was desirable. Opponents urged that it would not 
check the whispering campaign, but would drive tt 
underground. Supporters claimed that such legisia 
tion was in force and effective in various countries, 
and that it was a necessary. weapon in fighting Hitler 
It was revealed, on behalf of the N.C.C.L., that they 
had taken advice from a panei of legal advisers who 
had stated that the law was deficient in dealing with 
this menace and needed strengthening. The law. of 
libel in itself-was madequate. The principle of 
urging legislation had received the endorsement of 
the NOC.C.L.’s recent annual meeting 

Other poimts agreed to, following the decision to 
seek legisiation, were: to organise a public inquiry 
to discover the instigators of the campaign; to send 
an influential deputation to the Home Secretary to 
urge legislation ; the publication of the Government 
report on the black market: to urge that M.QO.1.

COMMUNISTS CAUGHT 
But Fascists Go Free 


A youth ot 18 having been fined for writing a 
loyal slogan in whitewash on the footway, Mr. T. 
Driberg (Ind. Maldon), asked the Home Secretary 
if he would urge the police to greater vigilance 
against those who wrote disloyal slogans and 
damaged with ta: the portraits of leaders of the 
United Nations 

Mr. Morrison reptied: A by-law made by Stepney 
Borough Council prohibits the defacing of the foot- 
way or roadway by advertisements or slogans. The 
offender was discovered painting a slogan in letters 
12 inches high over about 14 ft. of footway, and 
admitted painting a similar slogan in an adjoining 
street. If some other offenders have not been caught 
this is hot due to any lack of vigilance on the part 
of the police, who have instructions to use special 
endeavours: but unless offenders are caught in 
the act it is not easy in cases of this kind to obtain 
evidence which will enable a charge to be proved 
in a court of law. 

Mr. Driberg: Can the right hon. Gentleman give 
us any comparative figures of the two kinds of 

osecutlion, to reassure those who feel that there are 
ar more prosecutions of anti-Fascists than there are 
of Fascists 

Mr. Morrison: | am afraid I cannot do so. It 
would really have no relevance to the issue. When- 
ever the police catch these people they prosecute 
them, and, if it is any comfort to my hon. Friend, 
I think the Communists are at least as active in 
defacing the highways as the Fascists 


PALESTINE PRICES 


Mr. D. L. Lipson raised the war-time increase in 
retail. prices in Palestine by a question to the 
Colonel 
Stanley replied that the retail prices of essential 
foodstufis in Palestine had risen some 150 per cent 
on the pre-war level wages of the lowest paid 
classes of workers having risen accordingly. Steps 
taken and in contemplation by the Government in 
Palestine included a subsidtisation of the cost of 
essent di foods’ uffs an improvement of distr bution 
by bulk purchase and rationing, measures of exten- 
sion of communal feeding. and as m this country 
an mecrease of taxation of those able to bear if in 
order to absorb some of the excess purchasing 
power which was ofe of the aggravating factors in 
the situation. 

Mr. Lipson asked if he was aware that fre- 
quently rationed foods were not obtainable at the 
prices fixed and that the real earnings of. workers 
were something like 25' per cent less than pre-war. 
Would he ask the adwi>istration to take measures 
to prevent that sort of thing?

ALIEN MEMBERS OF HOME GUARD 


The Home Secretary gave Sir R. Clarry (Con., 
Newport) the reason for Statutory Rule and Order 
No. 462. Under Article 22 (paragraph (2)) of the 
Aliens Order he said, aliens who are members of 
H.M_ Forces are deemed not to be aliens for the 

urposes of the Order, and are, therefore, exempt 
ia all its provisions. There are, however, certain 
requirements of the Aliens Order which ourht to 
apply to those aliens who, as members of the Home 
Guard. perform part-time military service. Statu- 
tory Rule and Order No. 462 sets out the provisions 
which apply to alien members of the Home Guard. 


HOME SECRETARY AND REFUGEE 
CHILDREN 


Mr. W. FP. Jackson (Lab., Brecon and Radnor) 
sent to the Home Secretary a ietter from the Bryn- 
mawr Society of Friends offering cach to take and 
support one Jewish or starving child from the 
Continent.

B.N.P.’s NEW MASK 
“English National Party”

Reports about the British National Party's death, 
like those about Mark Twain, have been “ much 
exaggerated “ it is a case of “ The Thing is dead, 
long live the Thing ~ 

o-day, Friday the Party ts due to reappear under 
the new guise ol the “English National Party.” The 
address, also, is changed from Grand Buildings, 
Trafalgar Square, to 32 and 33, Walter House, 418, 
Strand. According to an | siatement, E. 
Godfrey, the Secretary of the 6.N.P., wus dissolvin 
the Party because of the attacks made on it, an 
“ the way in which we have been identified with the 
British Union of Pascists.” But in another publica- 
tion, New Orver. issued by a body calling itself the 
“ New Order Group,” the change of address is 
attributable to “ expansion of 
possible that the change of name may .caily be due 
to the desire to eflace the unpieasant publicity given 
in the case of Craven, recently sentenced to life 
imprisonment 

New Orever also throws some light on the organi- 
sation of Godfrey's party. It appears that the New 
Order Group is affiliated to the B.N P., and that 
other organisations are similarly afhisatea (the Group 
is said to have branches in London end various 
seaside towns). So that when the Home Secretary 
scouted the importance of the B.N.P. and -aid that 
it had onty about 100 members, he overlooked the 
fact that some, at least, of these members may have 
represented affiliated bodies, and that the B.N.P. 
itself may have been the clearme house for a number 
of such groups, as the Nordic League was in pre-war 
days. 

“ New Order” 


New Oxper itself is an interesting publication. 
It quotes extensively from B_N.P sources, one tssuc 
containing a speech which was to have been given 
at the banned meeti w at the Stoll Theatre. ht also 
contains (April 9 tssuc) a letter from the Duke of 
Bedford to a Mr. Leeson, a member of the Group, 
in which he says of Godfrey: “I have a righ apinion 
of Mr. Godfrey personaily. He strikes me as an 
honest, courageous, well-balanced and energetic 
man who should be able to rally to his <upport that 
important section of the community whom [ term 
the * intelligent militarists. i.¢.. those who cannot 
bring themselves to accept the full pacifist position, 
but who, névertheless. are opposed to Unis ridiculous 
and suicidal Polish war There is very much 
in the policy of the B.N.P. with whch | am in 
agreement.” 

Other articles in this issue of the New Oxper in- 
clude a reprint, from. the weekly of an 
article by Guy M. Kindersley entitied, “ Credo of 
a Briton”; and a discussion on the Group which 
“ will satisfy those who have doubted the integrity 
of the N_O.G. ™ or who have gueried “its connection 
with the much maligned BNP.“ The article adds

ST. PANCRAS AND ANTI-SEMITES 


A resolution “ viewing with deep concern the 
growth of anti-Semitic agitation im the borough,” 
and ureing tte Government to forbid racial propa- 
ganda and ban such Organisations as the British 
National Party. was recently turned down by the St. 
Pancras Borough Council by 19 votes to 2. The 
mover of the resoluton. Councillor V. K. Menon, 


asked by the Deputy Mayor (Alderman Evan Evans) . 


to withdraw his motion. refused. It was an issue, he 
said. which had to be faced. Councillor Mrs. Pym, 
seconding. said that it was the duty of the Council 
to be vigilant Other Councillors suggested that the 
danger had been grossly exagecrated. Councilor 
F. W. Powe. J.P. L.CC.,. said he could find. no 
evidence of anti-Semitism in St. Pancras, and that 


‘his Party (the Labour Part¥) would abstain from 


voting. Councillor Mrs. Joshua, speakimg as the 
only Jewish member of the Council, said that the 
motion was publicising a movement to which the 
Jews attached no importance. 


NO PASSOVER LEAVE IN TUNIS 


FORCES 
Too Far From Palestine Now! 


From accounts reaching Jerusalem (writes our 
correspondent in that city), Palestinian Jewish 
units serving with the Eighth Army are going great 
guns in the present advance towards Tunis. dome 
marvels especially in maintaiming the Communication 
lines across Libya. Many had hoped to spend 
Passover with their families in Eretz Yisraci, as

The local press reports fine work by the 1,500 
Palestinian Jews serving on the ground staffs of 
the R.A-F. throughou' the Middle East, including 
the forward Western Desert acrodromes, who are 
little heard of but who are nevettheless doing ‘the 
most vital of jobs for maintaining the pace of the 
air offensive, 


RELIGION IN STATE. 
SCHOOLS 


The Jewish Position 


Dr. Nathan Morris made a statement on religion 
in State schools and the future of son-provided 
schools as affected by the new Education Bill, at a 
meeting of the Joint Emergency Commitice held last 
week. Dr. Mortimer Epstein presiied 

Dr. M. Epstein reminded the Committee that at 
a previous mecting ut had been arranged for a depu- 
tation of three members to call on the Chief Rabbi 
and find out why he would not co-operate with 
them. As a result of the deputation’s report a letter 
had been addressed on Apri! 7 to the Cnet Rabbi 
saying that it was the opinion of the Executive that 
in the interest of the work of the Join: Emergency 
Committee it was of the greatest tmportance that 
the Chief Rabbi's compicte co-operation should be 
avatiable; asking him to attend the mecting; and 
stating that any suggestion with regard to the work 
of the Committee be thought fit to offer would be 
welcome. That letter bad dDéen acknowledged with 
a promise that a reply would be sent im due course. 

Dr. Morris said the purpose of his statement was 
first. to place the whole matter of relmion in State 
schools and the consultations with the Board of 
Education in a realistic perspective, which had sot 
been very conspicuous entil now; and, secondly to 


indicate the possible effects of the new Education . 


Bill on the future development of Jewish education 
Before introducing the Bill the President of the 
Board of Education had naturally concucted con- 
sultations with the various interests concerned, and 
among those consulted was the Rabbi, wh. is 
rightly regarded as the spokesman of the Jewish com- 
munity in all matters of religious interest in 
addition, at the instance of Mr. Butler himseil. a 
highly placed representative of the Board of Educa- 
tion had had some conversations with representa- 
tives of the Jomt Emergency Committee 


Community's Own Responsibility 


Now whatever the importance of those consulta. 


tions, said Dr. Morris. the subject had been inflated 


out of all reasonable -proportion to its practical 
value. “ Let a be stated at once,” he emphasised, 
there has never been any cnance, nor es there the 
siehtest chance in any foreseeable future, of the 
State reheving the Jewrsh Community of any part 
of sts duty in respect of relimous cducation. . Jewish 
ducation has been and will remain absolutely and 
entirels the respornsi™ ity of the lewrs! Ommin ity 
and no one who knows anything about the history 
of edtication will compiam about that 

The Jewish aspect of the problem was that they 
had 12 non-provided schools, some of which were 
before the war in the last sfages of decline, owing 
to the movement away of the population The total 
number of pupils im these schools betore the war 
was between 4.000 and 45,000 Ihe new Bill was 
expected to offer non-provided schools two options, 
one of which amounted to virtwal houmation m 
return for a doubtful concession, while the other 
would enable the schools to go on uU they could 


find SO per cent of the cost of repas and 
That was not a matter for consultation but for the 
schools themselves to decide 

The Joint Emergency Committee had taken, the 
view that the matte: must be approached from the 
pomt of view of the Community as a whole and not 
of any individual school The future of these schools 
would depend on whether or pot the, weceeded 
convincing the Communtty that was worth while 
making the effort and rlaking the abie 
financial sacrifi]ee He was of the opinion thar « 
was worth while for several reasons 

As regards ordmary Counc schook, whech 
there were between .30.000 and 35,000 Jewish 
children, practically everyone provided some reii- 


gious instruction, which had to be of an undenom- 


national charecter It was important to remember 
there was no intention fin the sew Bill) to modify 
the fundamental law that State school mua be 
undenominational Nor was there any surgestion 
of interference with the invaluable nght of parents 
to withdraw their children from any type of reli- 
gious instruction of which they did nol approve m 
order to provide for them outede the school the 
special religious, instruction they desired. 


The Plain Facts 


These were the plain facts of the educational 
situation which were not likely to be affected other 
by the new Bill or by any consultations. Ya these 
consultations myust be approached im a serious spirit ; 
they must avo giving @ wrong impression that. for 
instance, the Jewish community was more willing 
than any other denomination to wuquidate its 
schools; secendly. the Jewish community must not 
speak on such matter as the need for 
education with two conflicting or divergent voices ; 
and, thirdly, the Chief Rabbi, whose authority and 
responsibility im thes matter were beyond question, 
should have at his disposal the professiona) experi- 
ence and technical knowlcdge that « central organi- 
sation like the Jownt Emergency Committee was able 
and anxious to give 

Some of the general provisions of the new Bill 
would be more important for Jewish education. Dr 
Morris. went on, than the parts directly cecating arth 
the relemous probiem First was the extension of 
the school-leaving age to 15 and tater on perhans 
to 16, without any exemptions whatever This was 
the richest opportunity and severest test Jewich 
education in thrs country had ever had. They would 
ciiher succeed m ranming the caving oO} Jewish

Equally important was the expected provision for

But Fascists Go Free 


A youth ot 18 having been fined for writing a 
loyal slogan in whitewash on the footway, Mr. T. 
Driberg (Ind. Maldon), asked the Home Secretary 
if he would urge the police to greater vigilance 
against those who wrote disloyal slogans and 
damaged with ta: the portraits of leaders of the 
United Nations 

Mr. Morrison replied: A by-law made by Stepney 
Borough Council prohibits the defacing of the foot- 
way or roadway by advertisements or slogans. The 
offender was discovered painting a slogan in letters 
12 inches high over about 14 F of footway, and 
admitted painting a similar slogan in an adjoining 
strect. lf some other offenders have not been caught 
this is hot due to any lack of vigilance on the part 
of the police, who have instructions to use special 
endeavours: but unless offenders are caught in 
the act it ts not easy in cases of this kind to obtain 
evidence which will enable a charge to be proved 
in a court of law.

JEWiSh DEFENCE 
B.N.P.’s NEW MASK 
“English National Party ” 


[From a Correspondent} 


Reports about the British National Party's death, 
like those about Mark Twain, have been “ much 
eXaggerated li ss a case of “ The Thing is dead, 
long live the Thine ” 

To-day, Friday the Party is due to reappear under 
the new guise ol the “English National Party.” The 
address, also, ts changed from Grand Buildings, 
Trafaigar Square, to 32 and 33, Walter House, 418, 
Strand. According to an early press siatement, E. 
Godfrey, the Secretary of the 6.N.P., was dissolvin 
the Party because of the attacks made on it, an 
“ the way in which we have been identified with the 
British Union of Fascists.” But in another publica- 
tion, New Orper. issued by a body calling itself the 
“ New. Order Group,” the change of address is 
attributable to “ expansion of membership.” It is 
possible that the change of name may .caily be due 
to the desire to eflace the unpleasant publicity given 
in the case of Craven, recently sentenced to life 
imprisonment 

New Orver also throws some tight on the organi- 
sation of Godfrey's party, ft appears that the New 
Order Group ts affiliated to the B.N P., and that 
other organisations are similarly affiliated (the Group 
is to have branches in London end Various 
seaside towns). So that when the Home Secretary 
scouted the importance of the B.N.P. and «aid that 
it had only about 100 members, be overlooked the 
fact that some, at least, of these members may have 
represented affiliated bodies, and that the B.N.P. 
itself may have been the clearing house for a number 
of such groups, as the Nordic League was m pre-war 
days. 

| “ New Order” 


New Oxper itself ts an interesting publication 
It quotes extensively [rom B.N.P. sources, one tssuc 
containing a speech which. was to have been given 
at the banned mecti ig at the Stoll Theatre. It also 
contaims (April 9 rmsuec) a letter from the Duke of 
Bedford to a Mr. Leeson, a member of the Group, 
in which he says of Godfrey: “I have a igh opinion 
of Mr. Godfrey personaily.

From accounts reaching Jerusalem (writes our 
correspondent in that city), Palestinian Jewish 
units serving with the Eighth Army are going great 
guns in the present advance towards Tunis. doite 
marvels especially in maintaming the communication 
lines across Libya. Many had hoped to spend 
Passover with their families.in Eretz Yisrael, as 
also did English Jewish soldiers who have rela- 
tions and friends here.

The local press reports fine work by the 1,500 
Palestinian Jews serving on the ground staffs of 
the R.A-F. throughout the Middle East, including 
the forward. Western Desert acrodromes, who are 
little heard of byt who are nevettheless doing the 
most vital of jobs for maintaining the pace of the 
air offensive. 


RELIGION IN STATE 
SCHOOLS 


The Jewish Position 


Dr. Nathan Morris made a statement on religion 
in State schools and the future of non-provided 
schools as affected by the new Education Bill, at a 
mecting of the Joint Emergency Commiuttee held last 
week. Dr. Mortimer Epstein presided 

Dr. M. Epstein reminded the Committee that at 
a previous meeting it had been arranged for a dcpu- 
tation of three members to call on the Chief Rabbi 
and find out why he would not co-operate with 
them. Asa result of the deputatron’s report a letter 
had been addressed on April 7 to the Chef Rabbi 
saying that it was the opinion of the Executive that 
in the interest of the work of the Join: Emergency 
Committee it was of the greatest wuportance that 
the Chief Rabbi's compicte co-operation should be 
avatiable: asking him to attend the meeting, and 
stating that any suggestion with regard to the work 
of the Committee be thought fit to offer would be 
welcome, That letter fad been acknowledged with 
& promise that a reply would be sent in due course 

Dr. Morris said the purpose of his statement was 
first. to place the whole matter of religion in State 
schools and the consultations with the Board of 
Education im a realistic perspective, which had sot 
been very conspicuous until now, and, sccosJdly to 
indicate the possible effects of the new Education 
Bill on the future development of Jewrsh education 
Before introducing the Bill the President of the 
Board of Education had naturally concucted con- 
sultations with the various interests concerned, and 
among those consulted was the Cine! Rabbi, wh. is 
rightly regarded as the spokesman of the Jewish com- 
munity in all matters of religious interest In 
addition, at the instance of Mr Butler himsel!. a 
highly placed representative of the Board of Educa- 
tion had had some conversations with representa- 
tives of the Joint Emergency Committee 


Community's Own Responsibility 


Now whatever the importance of those consulta- 
trons, said Dr. Morris, the subject had been inflated 
out of all reasonable proportion to its practical 
value. “ Let « be stated at once,” he emphasised, 
“ there has. never been any chance, nor is there the 
shehtest ‘chance in any foresecable future. of the 
Mate the Jewnh Community of any. part 
of its duty in respect of religious education. Jewish 
education has been and will. remain absolutcly and 
entirely the responsibility of the Jewish Community 
amd no one who knows anything about the histery 
of education will complain about that 

The Jewish aspect of the problem was that they

THE LONG TRAIL TO UNITY

RAISES £10,000 


Taking Refugee Children to 
Palestine 


An austerity luncheon was heid at Woburn 
House last week by the Women’s Appeal Com- 
mittee for Jewish Women and Children in aid of 
the fund for the transport of women and children 
included in the 29,000 for whom Palestine certifi- 
cates have been allocated by the Government. 

In the ten years since the Women’s Appeal Com- 
mittee had been in existence, said Mrs. M. Sieft 
(who presided), it had raised almost half a million 
pounds for refugee women and children. One of 
the great pieces of work which the funds of the 
Committee had been to assist was that of taking 
children into Palestine. inciuding 9.000 from 15 to- 
17 for the special category of Youth Aliyah. Of 
these, 4.000 went there since the outbreak of the 
war. The Wizo and its institutions and training 
centres had dealt in the last ten years with about 
25,000 women and girls, practically all of them 
relugees. In ts imstitutions it looked ‘after 20.000 
miants a year 

Just before the outbreak of the war, went on the 
speaker, the Committee took the responsibility for 
SOO children from Austria and Germany who ut 
hoped would go to Palestine. But transport was 
not possible and they had been placed in training 
larows m Great Britain lhe majority of these 
children were now doing essential agricultural work 
m the couriry, and some of them—if they had 
reached a suitable age—had entered the Pionce: 
Corps. in addition; the Committee provided funds 
for the technical training of dbout 1,000 children in 
this country

THE NATIONAL HOME 
ESSENTIAL 


S. African Minister’s Support 


Uncompromising support for the policy of the 
Jewish National Home in Palestine was expressed 
by the Right Hon. J. H. Hofmeyr, South African 
Minister of Finance, when he launched the “ Land 
for Victory ” campaign of the Jewish National 
Fund in Capetown. 

Paying tribute to thespart played by Palestine in 
the war as a bastion for the Allies, Mr. Hoimeyr 
said that the realisation of the National Home was 
linked with the safety of the democratic cause. 
“One of the distinguishing causes of anti-Semitism,” 
he continued, “ is the lack of a national home for 
Jewry. It is essential that you as a nation should 
Rave that home.” 

Mr. Hofmeyr emphasised that those supporting 
Zionism were not only helping Jewry but wege also 
contributing towards the solution of a world prob- 
lem. Zionism was not merely a Jewish cause, but 
also a human cause, he concluded. 


Endorsement by Other Cabinet Ministers 


The claims of the Zionist movement were fully 
endorsed by Senator Conroy. Mimister of Lands 
in the Government of the Union of South Africa, 
when he addressed a meeting at Worcester, Cape 
Province. held in connection with the “ Land for 
Victory”’ drive of the Jewish National Fund. 

Paying tribute to Field-Marshal Smuts for his 
Support of the Zionist cause, Senator Conroy said :

Sie lhe openmeg ol the Third War Appeal of 
the Britush Keren Hayesod makes it appropriate to 
rane @ icw inquiries, stimulated Dy a perusal of the 
4°>nd Annual Report of the Zionist Federation, as 
scope of the Fund-and the destination of the 
rnoneys i collects 

The ramifications. of the Zionist Federation and 
the network of activities pursdes irom ius head- 
quarters in Great Russell Street are well known to 
readers They will be very surprised 
to learn that yn the year ended September 30, 1942, 
the Federation had to expend only £548 on salaries, 
and (hat i is apparentiy calied upon to. disburse 
noining at all tor temphong, rent, rates, hehting, 
and beating. This ts imdeed a mystery, and i occurs 
to me that # may be resolved On an inspechon of 
the accounts of the Central Keren Hayésod Com- 
mittee tor Great Britain and Ireland and the Society 
of of Jewssh Refugees, which, very con- 
vemmentiy, are printed with the Zionist Federation 
On page 19 1s Stated the cash income 
ol. both bodies was £73,170 and that administrative 
expenses were £15,345. or more than 20 per ecnt. 
Contributions to the Keren Hayesod on general 
account were £17,290, and, specially ecarmarked, 
i845... for which it was necessary to pay £2,082 in 
salaries, £664 in granis to local committees, £407 
im travellmg expenses, £233 for rent, £1,086 for 
blerature propaganda and miuscellaneous,” £542 
for the Jomt Press Information Department,” and 
£1.977 for Appeal Advertising. To these sums must 
be added £586 for ‘“ Special Provisions in connec- 
tion with the war, £2,614 for the “ Continental 
and Trades Department,’ and £409 for “ Appeal.

subscriptions, and £9,140 in recovered income tax.

Those who give to the Keren Hayesod do so on 
the understanding that they are furthering.the work 
im Palestine; they are asked to manifest their 
political sympathies by paying the Shekel and the 
membership dues of Zionist Societies Only the 
other day 1 received a circular from the Zionist 
Federation which, after stating a political pro- 
gramme, asked me to signify my adherence to one 
or other of four categories of Zionist Societies and 
to “undertake to contribute the sum of 12s. 
yearly.” The circular ts not precise as to whom the 
i2s. ts payable, but it is made reasonably clear that 
its use for political work is envisaged. Ag 
expensively-produced booklet called Palestine’s

authorities for their failure to adopt Nazi ideology 
and for allowing Jewish refugees from France to 
enter the. Principality and live there “in great 
comfort.” 


POLICE RAID SWEDISH NAZIS 


Swedish police, raiding the headquarters of the 
Swedish pro-Nazi organisation in Stockholm, 
found a hst containing the names of 1,648 noted 
Swedish Jews, includmg the Chief Rabbi, Dr 
Marcus Ehrenpreis, professiona] and business men, 
and well-known refugees from Germany. A copy 
of the list had been sent to Berlm. The Govern- 
ment ordered the Press not to refer to the list, -but 
the news quickly spread and produced a pamful

WARSHIP. NAMED AFTER A JEW 


The U.S:S. Levy, a destroyer escort vessel, has 
been launched at Newark. Named after Commo- 
dore Uriah P. Levy, the Jewish naval officer who 
distinguished himself in the war of 1812, the vessel 
was sponsored by Mrs, Charles Mayhoff,. of New 
York City, a niece of the Commodore 

Commodore. Levy, a native of Pennsylvania. 
served on the ffigate Constitution in the 
Mediterranean, and at one time was Commander 
of the famous Macedonian He is credited with 
securing the abolition of flogging in the Navy in 
1850. He died in New York late in 1862 and is 
buried there 


LEADING THE BLIND—TO EXILE 


All Jewish patients have been removed from the 
hospitals in Holland ready for deportation to the 
East, according to information reaching the Dutch 
Government. Even the blind and some mentally 
afflicted have been deported, 

The Dutch. Churches continue to protest against 
the persecution of the Jews and it is reported that 
the Papal Nuncio in Berlin has unavailingly pleaded 
with the German Government for clemency for the 
Jews of Holland condemned to deportation. 

An employee of the municipality of Utrecht was 
dismissed by the burgomaster for showing his regard 
for the Jews by wearing the Yellow Star. The man 
appealed to the courts, which, after a careful search. 
discovered lega! grounds for ordering his reinstate- 
ment. The municipality then took the case to a 
higher court which, however, upheld the decision of 
the lower court

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OUR FUTURE 


IN view of the Government's plans for the drastic 
reorganisation of education by a new Education Act and 
of the preliminary discussions which have taken place, Dr. 
Nathan Morris's recent recital of the plain facts of the 
Jewish educational sityation at the last meeting of the 
Joint Emergency Committee was timely, and deserves 
the close and earnest attention of all who have a care 
for the future of the Jews in these islands. 


For the religious instruction of our young people there | 


exist four agencies or systems. The first consists of the 
twelve Jewish non-provided schools (like the Jews’ Free 


School or the Manchester Jews’ School) which, befcre the . 
war, had between four and five thousand pupils. The . 


second is concerned with the more than 30,000 Jewish 
children in the ordinary Council schools (provided schools), 
practically all of whom can receive the undenominational 
religious teaching provided there, or can be withdrawn 
from such instruction if their parents disapprove and be 
given the special teaching outside the school which their 
elders desire. Side by side with these two media there 
function the Talmud Torahs and the Synagogue Classes. 
The former provide, religious instruction on a very full 
scale to which—honesty compels the admission—the great 
bulk of the adult Community are not attracted; while the 
fact that the Synagogue Classes, where the religious 
instruction. is admittedly inadequate, are often attended 
by so few of the children resident m the neighbourhoods, 
seems to show that these, too, make a comparatively 
ineflective appeal, 

lt is clear that the core of the Jewish educational 
problem is to be found in the Council and the Jewish non- 
provided schools, and as to which of these ts preferable for 
Jewish religious instructional purposes there is, or should 
be, no difficulty in deciding. Only one argument need be 
advanced. In the specifically Jewish schoo! Jewish .teach- 
ing is not a subordinate subject, to be imparted away from 
the ordinary school premises. «It 1s, or should be, a subject 


at least equal in importance to any other taught. It is a. 


vital, nay basic, part of the educational system employed, 
the religious and secular factors forming an integrated whole 
and combining as such to make the only perfect traming 
for the child, particularly in these days of spirrtual doubt 
and retrogression. Because the non-provided schoo} ts an 
acknowledgement of this truth it is, in our emphatic 
opinion, the best educational medium so far achieved for 
our community, gnd indeed for every religrous denomina- 
tion. anxious to preserve its creed, as other religions have 
very foresbly represented: 

if the Community should be so ill-advised as to reject 
altogether this method, there would be no other alternative 


for the overwhelming proportion of our children save the | 


preca;©rious provision of special lessons away from. the 
State schools. Dr. Morris warns us that there ts no 
intention, under present plans, to modify the undenom- 
national character of the. State:-schools or to interfere with 
the invaluable right known as the conscience clause. But 
that clause, as one correspondent has recently pointed out 
in these columns, is now being more and more ignored by 
Jewish parents. At the same time, the lessons provided 
externally are notoriously inadequate. 

Dr. Morris points out that the raising of the school- 
leaving age, under the new. Bill, will give Jews a rich oppor- 
tunity to keep in step, in the matter of Jewish instruction, 


with this important reform. . He calls not only an oppor-— 


tunity but the severest test that Jewish education in this 
country has ever had, warning us that we shall either 
succeed in raising the leaving age of Jewish instruction 
to the level of the. general school, and so lift it out of the 
depressing shallowness if which it has hitherto existed, or 
the whole system will recede into insignificance. He also 
tells us that of equal importance is the expected provision 
for part-time continuation schooling up to 18: “It will 
be our urgent and incomparable opportunity to develop 
existing facilities for higher education and creaté new 
ones" (the fact that there is only one Jewish secondary 
schoa) in London is not of happy omen in this connection). 

All these useful proposals, however, will demand money 
and yet more money. The same, of course, holds true 
of the non-Jewish non-provided schools existing, or to be 
established. One hardly needed Dr. Morris's reminder that 
the State Will not come to the relief of the Jewish Com- 
munity; nor, indeed, should 1. Accordingly, “ the future 
of.these schools “—and we may add of all Jewish and other 
sectional education-—* will depend on whether or not we 
succeed in convincing the Community that it is worth 
while making the effort and undertaking the considerable 
financial sacrifice.” But it is just here that the snag lies. 
Fo its-eternal shame, British Jewry has for years shrunk 
from adequate expenditure on Jewish religious education, 
while no sum has been too large for secular tuition. No 
demands *by a multitude of philanthgopic institutions have 
been too great: No expenditure on refugees from abomin- 
able oppression have been too exacting, and even 
phenonienal, to be met open-handedly. We have evea 
sighed for the rebuilding of the ancient founts of Jewish 


culture abroad, and contributed to that laudable purpose. 


Speculative political enterprises and schemes for defeat- 
ing the Jew-baiters have found an easy flow of eash. But 


when it has come to saving the complete destruction of | 


Jewish religious faith in Britain by providing proper Jewish 
education, it has been a very different story. Every appeal 
in its behalf has been hard going and wearisome slogging. 
toilsome collecting, almost shilling by shilling. Jewish 
education has been not the supreme, all-important, and 
best-loved Jewish cause it should be, but the Cinderella amid 
the ashes in the communal economy, the very teachers who 
slave away at it being often left to go hungry. What is 
the reason? Is it failure of the imagination, inability to 
grasp all that depends on the flourishing Jewish school? 
Is it the fact that so many adults among us are themselves 
only half-educated or almost entirely uninstructed in the 
tenets of their creed? Or is it just Jewish anaemia, declin- 
ing interest in their precious religious heritage, and 
weakening allegiance to it? 

Whatever the reason, everyone can see the results of this 
atrocious religious default. The evidences are all around 
us—in. deserted Synagogues, increasing intermarriage, in 
the spectre of communal “ disintegration ~ that is stealing 
across the communal threshold. “ The vast majority of 
Anglo-Jewry,” Dr. Cecil Roth tells us, “ is slipping rapidly 
down the hill ”—to an inglorious nothimgarianism which 
has not even the merit of being safe. This descent will 
not be arrested and reversed, until some voice or voices 
of compelling power can force the Community to under- 
stand the absolutely inexorable gravity of its educational 
problem. Until then, all talk of educational reforms and 
new orders must be so much verbal heroics, 


BERMUDA 

EVEN the most irrepressible optimists can scarcely fail to 
experience a rapid chilling of their hopes for the future of 
refugees of all kinds as they read the reports of the Bermuda 
Conference. True, experienced observers clearly urged. that 
there was little to be expected from the Anglo-American Con- 
ference. that the problem was of adamantine hardness, and 
that the Governments whose delegates were to meet in the 
West Indies were more than three-quarters persuaded that 
nothing could be done at the momerft except hurry up and 
win the war. Truc, also, that the conference has only just 
got under way. But as for the latter consideration the 
whole tone of the speeches’ by delegates from. Britain and 
America, both at the preliminary press conference and the 
opening public session, point plainly to the attitude which is 
to cominate -these. deliberations, or which atleast has decided 
their starting point—an attitude of regretful conviction 
that next to nothing can be done. There was a recital of past 
achievements, involving much self-and-mutual back-patting, and 
this reached a-new tevel when Mr. Osbert Peake stated that 
there were “682.000 refugees in the British Empire, including 
war prisoners” tour italics). 


HAVE THEY FORGOTTEN ? 


Tne leader of the American delegates, Dr. Harold Dodds, 
gave the impression that the most ‘he anticiPated might be had 
from the conference was a kind of preliminary. survey of the 
situation in. the course of which it might “offer such 
definite proposals as may be possible under war conditions.” 
Perhaps in point of fact this is the most the conference. can 
do. But, if so. there seems little to justify its assembly as a 
matter of urgency-—and that quality of urgency was unequivo- 
cally attached to its conception by Mr. Eden. The leader of 
the British delegates, Mr. Law, paid an interesting compliment 
to America when he said that “for hundreds of years the 
United States has been the haven of refugees.” He might 
have said—and the lesson would have been of some value— 
that the United States is refugees, a great, a mighty nation, 
built lock, stock and. barrel out of refugees. Perhaps-such a 
statement might, after the first shock, have aroused some real 
enthusiasm and dispelled the “ poor-relations ™ atmosphere 
which ruined Evian five years ago. Mr. Law's words also 
seemed to suggest the opinion that the refugee problem would 

for the most part solved by the victory of the Allies. Would 
this were so! The indications, however; poimt to a very 
different likelihood. Even the actual manufacture of refugees, 
though reduced from its mass-production-Nazi proportions, will 
not altogether stop while prejudice and selfishness and Jew- 
hatred has a lodgment in men’s hearts. No wonder that the 
progressive American press have reacted with some disappoint- 
ment to the cautious and inauspicious pronouncements with 
which Bermuda has opened. Meanwhile, the cynics are saving 
that there is comfort in the thought that the conference is 
discussing a diminishing problem—diminishing in numbers 
day by day as the hundreds of poor wretches, would-be 
refugees, flow into Hitler's slaughter-houses. Many people, by 


the way, seem to have forgotten that it was the urge to save | 


those particular victims from slaughter that gave rise to Bermuda. 
Have the gentlemen at Bermuda forgotten this too? 


“ RELIGIONSLOS ” PALESTINE ? 


More than a thousand refugee Jewish children, mostly from 
Poland. recently reached Palestine after vicissitudes which 
took them first into Russia and then into Persia. They are no 
doubt being well cared for in material matters. In the matter 
of their religious instruction, however, the arrangements appear 
to be not so satisfactory. As the children were without their 
parents, the Jewish Agency decided to ask those of the children 
who had attained the patriarchal age of 14 to decide for them- 
selves whether they wanted religious tuition, and by their 
decision those in charge of the children apparently undertook 
to abide. As for the more juvenile of the children the proposal 
adopted was to conform. with the rceligious.affiliations of their 
families, though what is to happen to those of them—-probably 
the majority—whose families cannot be traced is not stated. 
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UNWORTHY METHODS 


Surely such methods of handling the question are wrong-headed 
and unworthy of the Yishuv. Surely, as a-simple matier of 
course, Orthodox Jewish instruction should have at once been 
provided for all the children, without question raised. No 
violence would, in that case, have been done to the feelin 
of their elders, seeing that, according to our information, the 
children came almost entirely from Orthodox households. But 
we should also have been spared the humiliation of religious 
neglect practised almost in a cavalier spirit and suggestive of 
an attitude of mind towards Judaism totally out of keeping 
with the place .it should occupy in the reclaiming of the Jewish 
homeland. Much criticism has been levelled in the past at a 
seeming over-stressing of the material factors.in-the great 
experiment of Jewish national rebuilding—important as they 
no doubt are—to the overshadowing of the religious clement 
without which the whole of the Jewish national redemption is 
without meaning, and little more than a sorry mixture between 
charity, continental socialism, and Balkanisation. Such a 
tendency, to the extent to which it exists, is in truth unhistoric, 
unreal, and the very worst Zionism, — have alienated 
much Christian sympathy from the Zionist cause. It is to be 
hoped that the strong ggotest voiced by a representative 
gathering of Rabbis in London will not go unheeded. 


BRIGADIER KISCH 


THe death of this great Anglo-Jewish soldier at the front 
in Tunis, while carrying out his extremely important duties as 
Chief Engineer to the Eighth Army, cuts short a military 
career of the utmost brilliance and distinction, which has earned 
sincere tributes in the national press. If it were of any use 
to do so, one might port to it as a rebuttal of the Jew-baiter’s 
lic that “there are no Jews whatever in the British Army 
to-day.” But one remembers that another distinguished Jew, 
General Sir John Monash, rendered signal service, as Com- 
mander of the Australian. forces, in the last war, and that 
this did not, and does not even to-day, prevent the numskulls 
and lars from asserting that the Jews are not domg their ‘bit. 
What is, -however, very much worth emphasising is that 
Brigadier Kisch, while patriotic’ to a degree, saw nothing 
illogical or contradictory in identifying himself. wholeheartedly 
with the Zionist movement, Occupying, indeed, fgr many years 
the position of Chairman of the Palestine Zionist Executive. 
He could see nothing incongruous im the combination, no 
derogation from his status as British Jew, no profession of 
that frightening “ dual allegiance “ the very suggestion of which 
sO terrifiés certain weaker souls, and minds, in British Jewry. 
The attention of these persons who torture themselves with 
contrary imaginings, and carry their fears to the point of 
persistent and unrelenting opposition-to the whole Zionist idea, 
should be drawn to this fact. These dissentients might well 
ask themselves whether they can be so right, and the ardent 
Zionist who fell in action in the pursuance of his British 
Officer's duty so wrong. 


ZIONIST FUNDS 


In another part of this issue, a Zignist correspondent writing 
under a nom de plume for legitimate personal. reasons, con- 
tributes an objective analysis of the financial relations between 
the Zionist Federation and the Keren Hayesod. It cannot be 
too plainly insisted that there ts not in anything this sincere 
Zionist says any iniention of impugning the integrity of either 
of these causess the issue raised being solely one of whether 
their respective disbursements are in the strictest sense confined 
to the specific purposes of each body, and whether. if there 
is a certain overlapping of the frontier that divides the two 


‘organisations, this is desirable, in the Zionist and even general 


Jewish interest. The bodies concerned have. one must 
suppose, a case of their own to present, and, if they do, it goes 
without saying that reasonable space for it will be found in these 
columns. This ts all the more necessary in view of the fact 
that for quite a considerable time there has been a noticeable 
looseness in the Community in the isiterpretation of the uses 
to which moneys given for specific public purposes can. 
properly be put. Without any discreditable intent, there has been 
a tendency to divert them to some other and usually excellent 
public cause, in the conviction that it somehow serves the same 
ends, af only indirectly, as that which the denor or donors 
had in mid. Occasionally, the excuse advanced has even 
been that the object to which the funds have been directed is 
a worthier one than the origing@l. Such diversion, we have the 
highest authority for saying, is dead against Jewish Law, which 
Ss not only right in its spiritual essence, but is confirmed by 
all experience as being pre-eminently wise in insisting on 
this point. 


“ THE FIRST STEP THAT COUNTS” 


Some may be inclined to argue that after all the matter to 
which our correspondent draws attention is only a trivial one 
of office direction, so long as the moncy is usefully employed. 
But so lighthearted a view is quite unjustified, if only for the 
reason that. it sets a pernicious example to the less sensitive 
consciences in our midst. It may encourage administrators 
gradually to take more and more liberties with the disposal 
of public moneys until one Gay they discover that they have 
gone a step too far. _Nor is it only the honorary officers who 
have to be considered in this matter, for their paid officials, if 
weak, may come to be perverted by the laxity around them, 


and to take advantage of it for their own private gains. 


in this way a. stumbling-block may be set in the path of the 
blind. It is because of the perils of this laxity. of interpreta- 
tion that we. are here drawing poinied attention to it. It must 
be replaced by.an attitude of mind which holds al! public 
funds sacrosanct, never in any circumstances to be employed 
for purposes other than, in the strictest definition, those for 
which they were donaied. This may be cultivating rigidity, bul 
it is better than an wresponsible elasticity which leads straight 
to perdition,

“THE CRISIS IN ANGLO- 
JEWRY ” 


Dr. Roth’s Pessimistic Analysis 


Dr. Cecil Roth addressed the members of the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club last week on “ The Crisis in 
Anglo-Jewry.” Mr. P. Horowitz presided 

Dr. Roth said that since the firs years of this 
century they @ad witnessed a distintegration of 
remarkable rapidity, which was bringing upon 
Anglo-Jewry a very critical time. 

Let them think, he went on, of the families who 
had played such a promunent part in the last genera- 
tron and im the last century. One or two of the old 
families still retained their names upon the directive 
bodies of the Community. Some of them seemed to 
think that there was, as it were, a divine hereditary 
right in the Community, and that when a father had 
been the President of some institution for 20 or W 
years, his son had a natural right to succeed him 
m his Presidency. 

But now there were two differences. One was that 
the younger members no longer paid the piper— 
they were no longer willing to put their hands as 
deeply into their pockets as their fathers did. They 
had not thus the same financial right—if one could 
put i in that way-——as their fathers to dictate. “Their 
fathers were also willing to work. Among the sons 
they found a regrettable tendency to act as “absentec* 
landiords “ and to send nominees to work for them 

In some instances families had diced out. Another 
way in which they had ‘died out was by leaving the 
Jewish Community 

He had tried, continued Dr. Roth. to call the 
attention of the Community to the growing menace 
of conversion in their modat. hut with not much 
SUCCESS He, was constantly having cases brought 
to his notice of undergraduates at both Univer. 
sities being converted to Christianity 

He teared, said the speaker, that the young Jew 
to-day was not swayed Dy the uicaliem of Juduicm 
he did not think of the eternal values of Jodaism 
which had véry little meaning for him. The fault. 
he thought, was that of the Community at large. 
which had done nothing to propagate those values 
among the younger generation, and was presenting 
to the young Jew genecrally the idca that Judaism 
was @ curipus ncxus Of tradition and practice. of 
cating and drinking and rest, and was not connected 
with any great spiritual ideals such as sustained thei 
fathers and made it possible for them to withstand 
the many persecutions 


Jewish Education 


[hey had, of course, tried to remedy this to som 
extent by a revival of the machinery of Jewi 
education. A great deal of work had been done. 
and in this connection the speaker paid tribute to 
the energy and sincerity of Dr. Nathan Morris. the 
Education Officer. But. asked Dr: Roth. what could 
be done on a budget of SOs. per head per year? 
What about those who were getting no Jewish edo- 
cation? How could they conceivably grow up into 
being any sort of Jews? 
existed, for good ofr ill. and the Synagogue was. 
unfortunately, maccessible in a vast maiority of 
cases-—and even if it was accessibic, it was empty 
and the Jewish home had, to a large extent. been 
abolished. It was only by Jewish education that the 
young Jew could be made a Jew, and this education 
was operative only as regards a relatively «mall 
proportign of the Jews in this country to-day. What 
was going to happen to the balance of them in 20 
years’ time? 

Evacuation, it was true, had brought a number 
of Jews into touch with Jewish education who had 
not been in touch with it before. But. then. it had 
the contrary effect, too. on a laree number of 
people 

it was a fact, went on Dr. Roth, that Zionism had 
brought back into Judaism many Jews who were 

reviously indiffeérent,. but he feared. alas. that it 
had not revitalised the Community, and it had in 
very few instances indeed succeeded in revitalising 

Referring to the Board of Deputies, Dr. Roth 
said the real trouble was that it was democratic only 
in theory. He helieved that about 33 per cent of 
the members actually paid for their admission to 
the Board. And what was rather more regrettable. 
he thought, was that such a large proportion of 
persons who, in spite of their willingness fo nay for 
the privilege of being members of the Board. were 
not willing fo go to the inconvenience of attending 
the meetings. There was one obvious. remedy for 
this. the adoption of the method of manhood 
suffrage and self-taxation. , 

Myr. Roth also dealt with the Chief Rabbinate and 
said that the disputes which were raging in connec- 
tion with it seemed to him at the present moment 
to be most tragic. especially when Jewry as a whole 
was faced withesuch a tragic situation. 

Tn the next generation, he predicted, it was prob- 
able that the key-institutions of the Conmmunity 
would have passed into the hands of that minority 
who desperately cared, and that minority who would 
object ta his sneaking on that platform with his 
head uncovered But he feared that the vast majority 
of Anelo-Jewry was slipping rapidly down the hill 
and thet the essential organisations of Anglo-Jewry 
had ceased to mean anything, because they had no 
real sincerity feft behind them ft was time. he 
thoucht. that someone called the attention of the 
Community to these things. |

Indm, 55 years ago, the son of Mr. Herman M. 
Kisch, C. Su. (who died five months ago, aged 9! 
and was regarded as the Father of the Indies © iv: 
Service) © was educated at Clifton, later entered 
the Royal Miltary Academy. Woolwich, and was 
gazetted in the Royal Engineers in 1909. During 
the last war he served in France and Mesopotaniia, 
was mentioned three times in dispatches, was 
wounded three times, was awarded the DSO. and 
Croix de Guerre. and promoted to Brevet Licut- 
Colonel. 

On the conclusion, of hostilities, Colonel Kisch 
was transferred to Paris. working first with the 
British delegation to the Peace Conterence and tater 
being attached to the British Enrbass For this 
work he was made Commander ihe British 
Empire and Officier of the Légion d Honneur Serv- 
ing on the Inter-Allied Military Commission of 
Versailles. he was entrusted with special mAsio

SERMON FOR [HE WEEK 


God’s Peop'e or 
Nothing 


E Sabbath of Passover—Shabbas Chol Hamoed 
Pesach—which falls in the midst of the week 
of solemn commemoration of Israel's redemp- 
tion and liberation, provides us with a portion of the 
Torah in which ts —- the essence of Israci’s 
greatest glory, the Divine purpose for which that 
redemption miracle was performed, a glimpse of 
the great moral development in which Israel was 
chosen to play so important a part. How far 
removed was this nation-building of Israel from 
that of other national construction! The close 
association of national birth and moral obligation 
is plainly emphasised in the mid-Passover-week 
portion with its prompt and unequivocal stressing 
of the Divinity in Israel's whole being. “ If thy 
presence go not with me, Carry us not up hence,” 
was Moses’ cry to God, and in those words he 
summed up the essence of the meaning of Isracl 
through all the centuries 
That message. with its clear indication that we 
are God's people or. nothing, is utterly different 
from the crude boasting of some primitive patriot 


to. his tribal god—which is to what the un-under- 


standing so often wish to reduce it. How different 
is shown immediately after when we are taught the 
mighty, universal truths contained in the revelation 
of God's nature in the thirteen attributes. Here is 
no narrow. no selfish or imperialist development of 
Isracl’s future, but a wide universal and eternal 
summary of righteousness and spiritual light, the 
absolute condition of human happiness and progress 
and the only medium for lifting man above his 
animal self so that he can glimpse the glory of the

Css O1 happine SS ~~ ssibie ; or the active collabo- 
ration in the very undoing of our fellow-men, Jew 
and Gentile alike. Thus viewed. can it be said to be 
a choice? That its the stark reality which lies behind 
the so-called alternatives of survival or assimilation, 
it may be argued, with some plausibleness, that most 
of the moral truths entrusted by God to Israel on 
their departure trom Egypt have been accepted, at 
least in theory, by the decent part of mankind. so 
that Israel's purpose is fulfil! led. The ghastly answer 
to this argument stands all around us at this very 
hour in monumental proportions: sé monumentum 
requiris circums pice 

There is all the difference im the world in accept- 
ing a. few of the more immediately and sentimentally 
appealing of the Divine Commandments: and in 
accepting, as is Israel's duty, the whole Torah. Even 
the most sunk and bestial Nazi will at times appeal 
to one or other of Israel's moral laws. a few of 
which have percolated to even the lowest stratum 
of humanity. The solemn obligation of tsracl 1s to 
preserve for humanits and to cherish as a living 
code amongst themselves shrined in performance 
and endeared by age, the whole of that marvel of 
God which is the true way of life, to be kept ever 
before every Jew's eyes as a goal and an attaimable 
goal, the Torah life of genuine justice and true free- 
dom and real peace. 

How absurd, then, when people seek to differen- 
tiate between religious and non-religious Jews: How 
abysmally stupid when Jews themselves accept the 
insult of the anti-Semite and contemplate Jewry on 
a racial or even political or national level. It would 
be as helpful for Jews to classify themselves as mam- 
mals. When the Jew thus turns his eyes from the 


stars and seeks the reason of all things in the mud. 
then indeed it were better, as Moses prayed, that he 
be left behind. rejected at his own wish, as incapable : 
of meeting the glorious destiny of Isracl, and that © 

he be carried not up here.

U.S.A. JEWRY’S DEMAND 


“Twenty thousand people attended a mass meeting 
in Chicago last Week to voice the demands oj 
American Jews for action by the United Nations to 


“save the Jews of Europe. 


The meeting was addressed by Judge Joseph M. 
Proskauer, President of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, Dr. Stephen S. Wise, President of the 
American Jewish Congress, Mr. Henry Monsky. 
President of the B'nai Brith, and a number of 
prominent non-Jewish speakers. 

A resolution was unanimously passed urging the 
United Nations to take immediate -practica! 
measures to save the largest possible number of 
Jews threatencd with extermination. The resolu- 
tion demanded that American immigration laws be 
modified in favour of refugees, and that the doors 
of Palestine should be opened for Jewish immigra- 
thon, 

The resolution was transmitted to President 
Roosevelt for submission to the Bermuda Confer- 
ence.

PASSOVER LEGENDS 
By AUNTIE 
f hae story of Passover has been told fully in. the 


Bible, but a has been greatly embroidered in 
legend and yougmiglhit like to hear some 
of the Mudrash stories told about it 

Two are told about the angels. While. Israel 
stood by the Red Sea between two dangers—belore 
them stretched the rolling waters and behind them 
were the massed hosts of the Eevptians—the angels 
came forward to. sing the morning hymn, and God 
silenced them, saying, Quiet! children are 
im danger—-you cannot sing.” And. again, when 
the Israclites had passed safely over the Red Sea, 
while the whole ofethe Egyptian Army was drowned, 
the angels once more wished to sing their song 
But God said, “ Let My children sing first.” Even 
after the men had finished their song of praise, the 
angels had to wait. for Miriam with the women of 
israel took up the chorus and sang to the accompani- 
ment of dancing... Only after that came the turn of 
the angels. 

There are many legends about the crossing of the 
Red Sea. On the morning after the east wind had 
blown over the sea all night, and before it had become 
dry land, the Israelites, full of trust in God, were 
ready to enter. Each tribe wanted the priviicge of 
being the first to jump, but while the other tribes 
argued, that of Benjamin sprang in, and the men of 
Judah were angry. But God understood that both 
the tribes were only animated by a worthy desire 
and he rewarded them. both, for afterwards the 
sanctuary was placed on the borders of Benjamin's 
land and to Judah was given the honouwr of the 
crown of royaity. 

The Midrash says that it would have been impos- 
sible for the Exodus to have taken place if the 
Israclites had not taken the bones of Joseph with 
them, and therelore Moses set to work to find their 
resting-place, helped by his mother, Jochebed. 
When he discovered the place, he found the coffin 
had sunk so far down into the ground that he could 
not raise it. Moses stood at the edge of the grave 
and said, “ Joseph, the time has come that you fore- 
told when God would surely visit us,’ and with 
these words, as if by magic, the coffin stirred and 
rose to the surface. But two golden dogs had been 
by ihe Egyptians 1to..bark if anyone 
approached, and their. noise was so loud that it 
could be heard at least 100 miles away. But Moses

silenced the watchdogs, saying, “ Come and see the 
miracie Real hive dogs do not bark. only artificial 
ones,” and so they kept quiet while Moses removed 
the coffin, and the “kgyptians knew nothing ol .u 

When Moses had arrarmged for the carrying of the 
bones of Joseph, it was then necessary for him to 
pul the peapie m thei order according to ther 
streneth, for unfortunately there were a nugnder who 
had been crippled by: the cruelty of the eseehers 
The order of the tribes finally decided upon was the 
same as Jacob had arranged, and each tribe carried 
iis OWN banner proudly, And thus the Israciites set 
out on their-roundabout and famous journey to the 
Promised Land.

Woman Voter 


Our contributor suggests thai votes 
should be exercised im accordance 
with a new outlook on humanity. 


ILE it is true that Jews as an entity have 
never exclusively supported or o any 
particular political party in this or in any 
other country of which they are citizens—and it ts 
most undesirable that they should ever so do— 
there are certain broad political principles which a 
Jew, if he remains true to his own teaching, must 
espouse 
Ihe great difficulty for the voter (the woman 
voter must now take an increasing interest in her 
responsibility and in her obligation to voice her 
views in the framing of policies) lies im the fact 
that while political parties retain their original 
names, their policies and their ideals are very often 
quite different from those originally associated with 
them. ‘Circumstances and history bave a knack of 
changing the aims and outlook of parties no less 
than of individuals, and new groups with vastly 
different ideals succeed to the direction of parties 
lt kas often been said in 
England, for instance, that the Conservatives of 
to-day would have been described as very Leftish 
Radicals by thew predecessors mm their own party! 
It is equally argued by others that the official Labour 
groups of to-day are of only a vaguely pinkish 
tunnt compared with. their ardently revolutionary

Posters in Factories ‘ 


Mr. M. W. Domb (Order Achei Brith and Shield 
of Abraham) said that in one of the largest factories 
in the West of London, employing thousands of 


people there were posters in every one of the shops 
which said. “Gaol Fascists and Jew-baiters ; Gaol 
all anti-Semites.” Uf the Defence Committee had. 


not been responsible for this excellent piece of work, 
perhaps they would take it into consideration and 
similar posters could be put ™ some other 
places 

Mr. Harry Samuels (Newcastle, 
was a considerable amount of anxicty on the part 
of member of the Jewish public as to the attitude 
which the Jewish community should take to certain 
pajitical parties who were rightly interesting them- 
selves in the campaign against anti-Semitism He 
thought that the community should hesitate very 
long before it refused help from any party 

Mr. Liverman said that im no circumstances must 
they. as a community become allied to any party 
They had friends tn every party and they belonged to 
every party, and they hoped that-it always would be 
so" They in no way rebuffed or discouraged the 
sympaihetic attention which any perticular party 
might give to their work and thei cause. On the 
contrary. cach of them im association with. politica! 
Partics took every opportunity of enlisting the sym 
pathy of that particular section. But they had to 
guard against the view. being created in the public 
mind that their great Cause was the particular business 
of one party to the exchusion of another 

The President presenfed the report of ‘the Joint 
Foreign Committee 

The President pomied out that the Conterence 
at Bermuda was to begin the followme (Monday), 
morning and he expressed the hope, which, he said 
he was sure was shared by everybody who. was 
associated with trying to give the best help, that 
thts conference would devote ts attention to the 
problem of saving as many people as possible at 
the moment from Europe and not allow other con 
siderations to affect this policy. The Consultative 
Commiuttec, during the last couple of note Sng had been 
very active in regard to this question, and a memor 
andum which had been drawn up was sent to Mr 
Eden, and they understood that it would be avail- 
able to the Bermuda Conference 

Dr. Brodetsky also said that Mr. Brotman and 
he—unfortumately Mr, Leonard Stein could not be 
presemt——-had had ie opportunity of discussing 
with Mr. Herbert Lehman the problems of post 
war relicf and reconstruction, in which the other 
problems of a similar character which referred to 
the present situation were not left out of account. 

Attention was again drawn by the speaker to the 
problem of the Jews in North Africa.- The fact 
remaimed. he said, that the rights ot the Jews in North 
Africa had actually been diminished as the result 
of the actron of General Giraud in comparison with

In the course of further discussion. it was stated 
by the President that i was, of course, understood 
that any motion passed by that Board was not 
binding on the new one, and that it was an expression 
of opinion 

The amendment was carried, and was then adopted 
as a substantive motion. 

Mr. Sandelson then moved the closure of the 
debate on: Mr. H. K. Stein’s motion, which was 
carried, and the motion by itself was passed unani- 
mously 

As this was the last meeting of the present Board, 
the President made a special statement in which he 
pointed out the nature of the problems which the 
new Board would have to face. He also took the 
opportunity to express his thanks for all their support 
to his colleagues and to the staff of the Board 

Dr. Isracl Feidman, a Vice-President, voiced the 
appreciation of all his colleagues and also, he was 
certain,.of the Board and the whole Anglo- Jewish 
Community, to Professor Brodetsky.
